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treatment to prevent criminal 
charges being brought against a 
physician. 

I was surprised to learn that the 
first and most common allegation 
against chiropractors concerning 
error of omission is failure to diag- 
nose cancer. If chiropractic physi- 
cians wish to be seen as responsible 
primary care physicians, more at- 
tention to related diseases will be 
necessary. Chapter 13 examines soft 
tissue injury care, which is a primer 
for all new practitioners and a re- 
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fresher course for the rest. 

It is my opinion that the text suf- 
fers from three deficiencies, none of 
which take away from the quality 
discussions. First, there isn’t a sub- 
ject index to facilitate the search for 
special topics. lam surprised by this 
oversight. Second, there is a need 
for a glossary of terms, which 
should be expanded beyond what is 
to be found in the text. In particular, 
Health Care Administration and 
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legal terms should be available. 
Third, the authors make frequent 
reference to other authorities, but 
do not provide either a bibliogra- 
phy or reference. These should be 
added in future editions. 
Regardless, this is an important 
textbook for all chiropractic physi- 
cians to read. It is my opinion based 
on many years in chiropractic edu- 
cation that “Medical-Legal Issues In 
Chiropractic” will be an important 
addition to the classroom and out- 
patient clinics. 8 
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
